A VlttOROUS PROTEST. 



Mass Meeting of the Citizens 
of Victoria. 



The Illegal Seizure ol' Our Sealing 
Vessels Discussed. 



Strong lli'tmlutlmiB Carried Unanimously 
and Copies to (in Forwarded to tho Im- 
perial mid Federal Governments. 



A few evenings ago, a meeting was 
held at the olliec of Messrs. Hall & due- 
lled, of those interested in the sealing in- 
dustry, ami a committee of live was n[i- 
pninted to make arrttngotnottts fur a 
public meeting at which tho. voice of the 
people of Victoria could be heard in 
reference to tho recent seizure of Brit- 
ish schooners sealing in Behriug's Sea. 
Tlie committee consulted with Mayor 
Grunt, and a m.-s n, ting was duly 
advertised to be hl'ld t the City Hall 
last evening for liie pui'nosq referrcil to. 

Bj| eight o'cloclC, ill ivliich hour the 
meotiug was called for, every seat in the 
City Hall was taken, and dozens of 
deeply interested citizens were com- 
pelled to stand. The meeting was 
thoroughly representative, there being 
present all the leading business men of 
Victoria, vessel owners ami practical 
seining men, while among the most pro- 
minent men present were to lie noticed : 
Hon. John Robson, E. Crow Baker, M. 
I'., Lt,-Col. 15. G. Prior, M.P., Hon. 
Robt, Boa von, M.P.P., D. W. Higgins, 
M.P.P., S. Duck, M.P.P., Mayor Grant, 
Kobt. Ward, prcsidont of B.C. Board of 
Trade; Capt. ,1. 1). Warren, K. 15. Mar- 
vin. W. Munsic, ,1. II. Todd, Morris 
Moss, C. Stroiiss, Capt. Win. Ornnt, 
('apt. Clarke, It. 1'. Kitlict, ami very 
many others. 

Upon mot ion of lion. Mr. Bouven, 
seconded by Mr. K. Crow Baker, M. I'., 
Mayor Grant was requested to take the 
chair, which he did at 8:15 p. m. 

His worship, ill opening the meeting, 
said that the matters for the discussion 
of which tlio meeting was called hail 
always possessed a deep interest for 
him. In the early part of 1887 ho had 
had the honor to move in the House for 
the submission to the Dominion govern- 
ment of a proposition for submission to 
tho Imperial government in regard to 
the protection of British sealing inter- 
ests in Hell ring's Sea. His motion had 
been carried without a dissenting voice, 
hi ISSS he had made another proposi- 
tion through the House. This proposi- 
tion provided that the individual inter- 
ests should not be allowed to Buffer by 
the negligence of the government in set- 
tling this question. He had always been 
very anxious to see an early settlement 
of the Behring's Sea question, Without 
further preface he would cull on Mr. 
KdgarCrow Baker, M. 1'. 

Mr. Baker expressed pleasure at be- 
ing called on to strike the first blow. It 
was a matter, he said, that concerned 
not only the individual, hut tin- entire 
province, tin; Dominion at large, ami 
w hole British Empire. The matter was 
one deserving of consideration, not only 
because it touched the individual pock- 
ets and the province our home; 
but. because it touched our 
hearts. The view taken by the 
people of British Columbia was that 
the grand old ilag that they hod learned 
to love from infancy had not only been 
insulted, but hod been trampled in tic 
dust. (Applause.) 1 1, wis proposed to 
place everything in connection with the 
Behring's Sea Question Imfora flic meet- 
ing truly and fairly from the very start , 
and to let the citizens of Victoria ex- 
press their calm and conscientious opin- 
ion upon them. After referring but 
briefly to the various treaties that 
had been made by the United States 
and Canada, which were not, however, 
entered into at any great length, as they 
affected more particularly tin; fisheries 
on the Atlantic seaboard, Mr. Baker 
pointed out how, as fur back as 1820 
when Russia owned Alaska, and claimed 
jurisdiction not only over tho 3-mile 
limit about its coasts, but also over the 
sea 1(10 miles from land, the United 
States secretary made a very vigorous 
protest at St. Petersburg against the 
contention of the Russian government. 
The British government also strongly 
disputed Russia's claim, and the result 
was that in IHlM a treaty was made 
with the United States, and in 
LS25 one with Croat Britain, 
which showed how the two great na- 
tions, tlreat Britain and the United 
States, joined issue with Russia when 
she set up the claim to jurisdiction over 
Bell rung Sea, and contended that it was 
an inland sea and not a brunch of the 

Northern Pacific ocean. 

On the •-'Dth of June, 1S07, the United 
States purchased the territory of Alaska 
and the eastern half of Behring's Sea 
from Russia, paying therefor the Bum 
of $7,200,000. At this time the Russian 
government gave thoni what they claimed 
to be a eh ir title to the eastern half of 
Behring's Sea. If that title was bad the 
fault is not ours. (Applause.) InlSTO 
the United States Coilgre8S passed a 

measure prohibiting the killing of seals 
in close proximity to the islands of St. 
George and St. Paul. Shortly after this 
the United States government leased to 
the Alaska Commercial Co. the exclu- 
sive right to kill seals for twenty years, 
in consideration of the Bum of $5i),000 
per annum, and certain royalties. 
Iii l he early part of lHS'.l an 
Act. was passed, by some claimed 
to have been smuggled through t 'on- 
gross in a rush, proclaiming not very 
definitely that intrusions in Behring's 
Sea would not be allowed; and contain- 
ing a sweeping clause granting tho presi- 
dent power to deal with matters in con- 
nection with Healing by proclamation. 
Power of a very indollmtc kind was 
also given in regard to giving instruc- 
ious to tlm United States cutters, Ag- 
gressive measures wcro first taken in 
I SKli, when Mr. T. Latbbe wrota to him 
\lr. Baker) at Ottawa informing him 

that the British interests were endan- 
gered. Mr. Lubbe's letter was laid be- 
fore the Governor-General in council, 
and the matter was promptly placed lie 
fore the Imperial Government by tlio 
Dominion cabinet. The Minister of 
Justice at (his time gave his opinion in 
fnvor of the British Columbia sealers 
both to Mr. Baker and to the Imperial 
i iivi-rntiiont, pronouncing the action ol 
(he United Stales i'legal, and urging 

upon the British Government the neces- 
sity of taking definite action at once to 
protect, her interests in British ( loluinbia, 
this was three years and a half ago, and 
if was Itlogt mortifying to think I hut. t his 
time should have elapsed before ail) 
decision vt as reached. Tlio actual seiz 

lives cntnnionaod in isstl, when three 
schooners were taken possession of, 
along with their fittings and cargoes, 
and sold. The crews wore cast on t heir 
own resources in Alaska,, anil tho mas- 
tot's and mates were not only heavily 
lined, but imprisoned as well. Matters 
of losses were expected by every one 
in business; but. every British Colum- 
bian fell flint ho was protected by I he 
.lag of England, under which many 
presold were Lorn, and thought- it 
strange that ho was not sheltered by the 

(lag whoso protection he had aright to 
expect.

Dominion (Government had acted 
as promptly and as energetically us 
they possibly could.

I t was there- 
fore easy to sen where the responsibility 
rested. It was impossible for the Gov- 
ernment of Canada to protect its citizens 
outside of the coast limit of a marine 
league. Whuu the citizens of British 
Columbia sailed for the northern seas 
they passed beyond tho protection of tho 
Federal government, fondly hoping that 
wherever they wont they were protected 

by old (lag of England. 

Mr. Baker proceeded to read an 
amount of correspondence in reference 
to the appeal for protection madnby Mr. 
Morris Moss for tho British Columbia 
Sealers on March 28th, KS.SS, which the 
.Minister of Justice replied to by saying 
that it was to Great Britain to whom th 
scalers should look for protection. Tho 
Dominion government could not semi 
armed ships on the high seas to protect 
Canadians. 

('ii the L'Stli of July, of this year, tho 
schooner Triumph arrived in port, 
and bar captain brought tho news of his 
being boarded by Lieut. Tuttlo, of the 
U. S. cutter Richard Rush, nnd warned 
by him that if he was found in Beh- 
ring's Sea fishing or hunting for seals; 
not only would his catch of seals ho for- 
feited, but his vessel and equipments 
would be confiscated; and sent with a 
prize crew on board to an American 
port. The Triumph also brought news 
of tho capture of the Black Diamond. 
Immediately afterwards, on the follow- 
ing day ho (Mr. Baker) had telegraphed 
again to the minister of Marine and 
Fisheries asking him if it was not possi- 
ble to Hccure some protection lot the 
twenty other British sealers in Behring's 
Sea. Tho steamer Sardonyx was going 
north with coal for 11. M. warships then 
in the north in a few days, and it was 
suggested that instruction could bo Bent 
to them by the Imperial government to 
protect the British scalers. An answer 
was received that the matter would re- 
ceive immediate consideration. 

Having reviewed the whole history 
of the sealing question, Mr. Baker ex- 
pressed tlio belief that all present could 
see for themselves how outrageous it 
was for any government to arrogate to 
itself the exclusive control of a great 
body of water such as Behring's Sea 
was — "00 miles long from north to south, 
and i)(M) miles wide. 'The desiro of the

WhKKKAS, In tho year 1886, by order 
of the Government of the United 
States, claiming exclusive territorial 
jurisdiction over the whole of Behring's 
Sea eastward of a line drawn from 
about the middle of Behring's Strait 
soutliwestward till it crosses the one 
hundred and ninety-third meridian of 
longitude, three British vessels, while 
lawfully engaged in bunting seals, were 
seized in that sea at distances of from 
sixty-live to seventy miles from the 
nearest land ; and 

WlIEKKAS, After protest by tho Brit- 
ish Government against such seizures, 
the Government of the United State.-, 
ordered the unconditional release of the 
said vessels; and 

VYlIKKKAS, By such a course the 
United Stales Government practically 
admitted the illegality of the seizures, 
and loft it to be inferred that no further 

seizures would be made; and 

WHEREAS, in IS.S7 It again resorted 
to the seizure of Healing vessels in Behr- 
ing's Sea outside the three-mile limit 
and at distances from fifteen to ninety- 
two miles from the nearest land, six 
vessels belonging to our citizens were 
seized by its orders ami afterwards de- 
clared forfeited to the United States; 
and 

WHEREAS, In the following year, 
18!SS, sealing vessels belonging to our 
citizens again entered Behring's Sea ami 
took seals throughout the season with- 
out molestation by the revenue cutters 
of the Government of the United States, 
which had distinctly that year, by its 
instructions to the commanders of its 
cutters in Behring's Sea ordered that 
no seizures of such vessels lie made. 

And WHEREAS in the present year 
seizures of British sealing vesBels be- 
longing to our citizens have again been 
made, practically in mid ocean, in 
Behring's Sea by order of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, the vessels 
robbed of seal skins on board and 

and ammunition, 

BK IT THEK.KPORE RESOLVED that the 
citizens of Victoria protest against the 
usurpation of jurisdiction by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States over fla- 
w-liters of Behring's Sea, outside the 
universally acknowledged three-mile 
limit, and express their indignation at 
the repeated outrages to which the per- 
sons anil proporty of thoirfollow-citizens, 
lawfully exercising their rights on the 
high seas in that part of the globe, are 
subjected by the orders of tho Govern- 
ment of the United States. 

Lieut. -Col. Prior, M.P., was called 
upon to second the resolution, lie was very 
glad, he Said, to do 80. He considered 
the conduct of the United States in the 
matter of seizing vessels on the high 
seas the most outrageous that could lie 
thought of. There was no necessity for 
reviewing the question tho present 
meeting was culled to consider. It had 
been fully gone into already. The ques- 
t ion was, what right had the American 
government to seize our sealers? 

A voice from the audience — No right.

TUB HUMAN FORM DIVINE- 

To the Editor: -The fireside mus- 
ings of \V. Iv. B. ill your last Sunday's 
issue have the merit of being on a higher 
plane of intelligence than most of the 
sermons which find publicity through 
the provincial press. 

Ah a rule there is a. healthy tone in 
W. K. B.'s contributions which compare 
favorably with pulpit denunciations of 
"this vile body " and of the heart of 
man "deceitful and desperately wicked." 
It is a relief to listen sometimes toman's 
goodness after being depressed with 
tirades of man's sinfulness. Were it 
not that, on the whole, there is more 
good than evil in the world moral pro- 
gross would have been impossible. 

The account in t iencsis of man's crea- 
tion as made "in God's own image" W. 
K. B. considers to he figurative lan- 
guage, the interpretation of which is 
that " the image and likeness " is in 
those higher qualities of our nature re- 
sulting from the gilt of reason and tlie 
power of speech. 

The progress of the human race W.K. 
B. claims arises from man's possession of 
these two attributes which lie states 
"other portions of creation" are not 
" endowed " with. 

As this claim that reason is restricted 
ms I to mankind is inaccurate and but the 
expression of human conceit, permit 1110 
briefly to comment upon it. 

Acknowledged authorities who have 
investigated the capacities of animals 
agiee thut animals possess reasoning 
faculties. The most that ean bo fairly 
urged in favor of man's superiority is 
that his mental faculties are greater than 
those of any other living thing. 

It is much easier to demonstrate that 
many human beings scarcely reason at 
all than it is to prove that animals are 
destitute of reason. 

As regards speech, w hich is the power 
of expressing meanings by sound, ani- 
mals possess it to a limited degree. 

It is well known that animals can even 
be I rained to comprehend the meaning 
of many words spoken by num. 

So far as human speech is concerned 
researches tend to show that primitive 
man could not probably speak twenty 
words. At the present time there are 
savage tribes whose speech is limited to 
less than two hundred words. 

If W. K, B. will read Max Midler 
and Herbert Spencer lie will learn that 
in the infancy of the human race man's 
speech was but little in advance of that 
of animals. Language has developed 
with civilization. II is essentially a 
growth. 

One of tho most important factors in 
the progress of man W. K. B. bus 
quite overlooked. It iH that meiu have 
hands. Without hands human ad- 
vancement from barbarism to civiliza- 
tion could have been impossible. It is 
through tlie capacity of man to perceive 
the actions of natural forces, his impel'

feet, knowledge of which has been slowly 
acquired, ami having hands to move ob- 
jects si i that, natural forces can DA t upon 
them, that man bus developed. This is 
forcibly put by John Stuart Mill in the 
following quotation; 

"The one operation of putting things 
into lit places for being acted upon by 
their own internal forces and by those 
residing in other natural objects is nil 
that man does or can do with matter, 
lie only moves one thing to or from 
another. He moves a seed into the 
ground, and the natural force of vegeta- 
tion produces in succession u root, a 
stem, leaves, [lower and fruit. He 
moves nn axe through a tree and if falls 
by the natural force of gravita- 
tion ; he moves a saw through 
it in a particular manner 
and the physical properties by which a 
softer substance gives way before n 
harder make it separate into planks, 
which lie arranges in certain positions 
ivith nails driven through them or ad- 
hesive matter between tliem, and pro- 
luces a table or a house. lie moves a 
• park to fuel and II Ignites mill by the 
torceg derated ih coin but; tlon if cooks 
the tood, molts or softens tlie iron, con- 

rttrl ' into I r or sugar tl iult oi cane 

juice ho has previously moved to the 
spot. Ho htm no other mentis of acting 
on mutter than by moving Iti Motion 
and rem dance to motion are the only 
things which his liiusoloi uro construct- 



ed for. By muscular contraction he can 
create a pressure on an outward object, 
which if sufficiently powerful will set it 
in motion, or if it he already moving will 
check or modify or altogether arrest its 
motion, and he can do no more. But 
this la enough to have given all the com- 
mand which mankind have acquired 
over natural forces immeasurably more 
powerful than themselves; a Command 
which, great as it is already, is without 
doubt destined to become infinitely 
greater. He exerts this power either by 
availing himself ofmutural forces iuexist- 
onee or by arranging objects in those 
mixtures and combinations by which 
natural forces arc generated ; as when 
by putting a lighted mutch to fuel and 
water into a boiler over it be generates 
the expansive force of steam, a power 
which has been made so largely avail- 
able for the attainment of human pur- 
poses." 

If man bad been created with hoofs 
instead of hands he would now be but 
little better than a wild animal and we 
should be wanting in those "higher 
qualities °f our nature" which W. K. B. 
considers have resulted "from the gift 
of reason and the power of speech" only. 

So far as the great majority of us are 
concerned wo ean taku no credit for the 
progress of our race. Neither iih dis- 
coverers of the properties of nature's 
forces nor of their application to the 
uses of mankind, can we claim a place. 
A spirit of moderate thankfulness for 
the advantages wo have inherited be- 
comes us more than an arrogant sclf- 
inHation which assumes ail exclusive 
likeness of man to his Creator.

The organ of tlic Opposition is ail 
adept at calling names but it is a more 
novice at giving reasons. It condemns 
with the utmost readiness, but when it 
is asked why it condemns it is either 
silent or makes a reply that is utterly 
irrelevant. We asked it a few days ago 
to tell the public why the Liberal-Con- 
servative party should be condemned, 
and why the Kobson Government should 
not he supported by the electors of the 
province, it notices our jquostiori but it 
does nut even attempt to answer it ration- 
ally.

Well, we trust that Mr. BeavenV 
recent speeches will not be read by hie 
biographer, for utterances more un- 
worthy of a leading public man, and a 
man who has the reputation of possess 
ing some ability, i. would bo exceedingly 
difficult to find. If we did not know thai 
they were the productions of the leadei 
of tliu Opposition of this province w» 
would conclude that they were delivered 
by some small politician who lias n 
penchant; for magnifying tiilles, and 
who is too narrow-minded to grasp th, 
whole of any subject or to take a broad 
view of any question. We take upo) 
ourselves to say that no man possesailij 
the least intelligence, who was not pro 
possessed against the Government foi 
other reasons, would dream of condemn

A WAR ENDED.

doo'i not appear that one sido was any 
better in theso respects than tho other. 
Tho trade of tho country has Buffered 
during the disturbances. Under Salo- 
mon's peaceful administration the trade 
of Hayti had increased wonderfully, but. 
an soon as tho country became disturb' 
trade began to languish until at ! 
it had nearly disappeared. It \. p 
pected that it will revive tmd 
llippolytc. Ho ia a favorite of the 
Americans, and it la hoped and expected 
that he will conduct his Government in 
ii civilized way. While he was in arms 
against Legitime he declared that all he 
wanted was a fair election. Whether 
he will pay so much deference to the 
popular will now that ho is victorious, 
is very questionable. However, if he 
will give the country peace and stem 
tho title of barbarism that appeared to 
be setting in strongly, he will do his 
country good service, no matter how he 
maintains himself in power. What 
Hayti wants more than anything is a 
strong government— a government that 
will protect the peaceful, industrious, 
law-abiding citizen and keep the lawless, 
turbulent spirits in cheek. This is what 
it is hoped Hippolyte will do. Provided 
ho succeeds, it will matter very little 
whether his methods are what is called 
constitutional or not. 

LA utmcTiiI^YiI'Jhting. 

Tho large number of citizens of all 
classes ami occupations who attended the 
meeting in the Town Hall last night 
proves that the inhabitants of Victoria 
take a deep interest in the Behring's 
Sea question, and are indignant at the 
outrages that have been committed on 
British subjects in its waters. The 
meeting was quiet and orderly, and the 
expression of feeling was earnest but 
not boisterous. The speeches wore ex- 
ceedingly temperate. Considering the 
provocation that has been given and 
tin: losses which worthy and enter- 
prising citizens have been made 
most unjustly to Buffer, it is surprising 
that bo exciting 'a subject and ouo on 
which nil feel so deeply, was so temper- 
ately discussed. The speakers showed 
that the Dominion Government had 
done all it could do in the matter. It 
hail no right to send armed ships on the 
high seas, nor can it exercise 
jurisdiction beyond tho territorial wat- 
ers of Canada. Its power in the prem 
ises is confined to statement and ronton 
stnince. It was shown that the Imperial 
Government was kept advised of all 
that was done by United States 
cruisers in Behring's Sea, and that it 
was urged to come to a speedy under 
standing with the United States with 
regard to the extent of jurisdiction over 
its waters. It was clearly proved at the 
meeting that there is no ground for ac- 
cuaingtho Dominion Government of want 
of zeal in this matter, or of being indiffer 
cut to the interests of British Columbii 
sealers. It was admitted that thedifficul 
ties in Behring's Sea were beyond th 
purview ot the Provincial Government 
yet it was shown that its members could 
not ace the lights of British Coluin 
bians outraged and their property un- 
justly confiscated without making earn- 
est and frequent representations of their 
jrievance. 

The impression seemed to bo that the 
Imperial Government has been apathe- 
tic with regard to these Behring's Sea 
outrages, ami that it has not extended 
to British subjects pursuing their law- 
ful avocation under the British Hag 
that protection which they had 
a right to expect. But indig- 
nant as they arc, the citizens of 
Victoria showed great unwillingness to 
lilame the Government of the Mother 
Country. They evidently hope that 
when all was known with regard to the 
matter it would appear that Croat 
Britain's Government has not been in- 
different to the rights of the Queen's 
subjects or careless of the honor of tile 
British Hag. The resolutions that were 
carried without a dissenting voice ex- 
press with force and clearness the views 
held by the citizens of Victoria with re- 
gard to the Behring's Sea outrages, anil 
the hopes and desires they entertain re- 
specting the action to be taken by the 
British Government to protect them in 
the exercise of their lawful rights.

THE DUAL LANGUAGE DIFFI- 
CULTY. 

In view of the controversy that has 
been raised relative to the use of the 
Ifreuch language in the Northwest Ter- 
ritory, it may be interesting to know 
where the law decreeing its use is to be 
found, Section loll of the Northwest 
Territories Act, passed in IsTT, reads as 
follows ; 

"Either the English or tho French 
language may be used by any person in 
tho debutes of the Council or Legisla- 
te Assembly of the Territories and in 
the proceedings before the courts; and 
both those languages shall be used in 
the records and journals of the said 
•oiincil or assembly; and all ordinances 
nude under this act shall be printed in 

ioth these languages." 

The original bill, passed in 1875,. did 
tot contain this clause. Its insertion 
,vas moved by Senator Girurd, ol 
Manitoba, when tho amended bill 
in its passage through 
the Legislature. Objection was made to 
the clause, and it was said it would be 
ts reasonable, under the circumstances, 
co make Cree an official language of the 
North-West as French, The measure 
,vas introduced late in the session, and 
it was contended that if the clause tvu* 

rejected the bill would be delayed, and 

perhaps killed altogether, so it was 
mile-red to remain. We hardly think 
that there will be any serious opposition 
to repealing the clause when the motion 
is made by Mr. McCarthy next session. 
There are very few, comparatively, in 
the Territories whose mother tongue is 
French, so that ropouling the clause 
will save th.; Territories a food deal of 

expense and uot do mi injustice to any 
•me. As soon as self-government, is ox- 
tendod to the different provinces of the 
territories the ollkinl itse of the two 
languages would bo certain lobe done 
iwny with.

4 GOOD EXAMPLE. 



Tho American Government is explor- 
ing the waters of its territory on tho 
Pacific coast to discover where ftiotl fish 

arc .to be found. Lieut. Commander 
Tanner is lining the work in the steamer 
Albatross. He is reported to have made 
many interesting discoveries. He has 
found the haunts of some very valuable 
fiall, ami his trawls have brought to tht! 
surface denizens of the deep whose exist - 
ence has been hitherto unsuspected. He 
has discovered rich oyster beds, from 
which a plentiful harvest may yet be gath- 
ered, It is to bo hoped that the Domin- 
ion Government will do for tho waters of 
British Columbia what the Government 
of th.. United States is doing for Cali- 
fornia and Alaska. The sea near tin- 
coasts of the mainland and islands 
should be prospected. It should not be 
left to private enterprise to lind where 
the best Balling grounds are situated 
and what fish inhabit the waters of the 
province. Such an expedition as that 
which Lieut. Tanner is conducting would 
not cost much and it might be produc- 
tive of very great advantage to the pro- 
vince and also to the whole Dominion. 
Such explorations are necessary to the 
proper development ot the fisheries of 
the coast. They are valuable, too, from 
a scientific point of view. Wo trust 
thtit one will be sot on foot on tho Paci- 
fic Coast by the Dominion Government 
before this time next year.

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THE TEMPERANCE COLONY. 

A Teetotaller's Paradise. The rule of 
the Seven Wine Men. 



It is pretty generally known that a Mr, 
Spencer from England, has for the past 
twelve months or ho, boon hero wrestling 
tor the establishment of a "Temperance 
Commonwealth " on Malcolm Island, in 
Johnston Strait, Wo are not aware to 
what extint he cum ho said to have been 
successful ; but we daresay tlio following 
article, which appeared in the editorial 
column t if the Loudon Telegraph, <m the 
6th instant, will repay perusal : — • 

MoDKf< colonios are sure of success on 
one condition- that they consist of a 
single person who nover changes his 
mind. This was the sort of attempt at a 
terrestrial which was tried by Thoreau 
in the woods near Boston in America, 
and, as there was nobody else in the set- 
tlement, disputes and differences of opin- 
ion as to tho management could not occur. 
Like tho actual experiment made by 
Emerson and other enthusiasts, however, 
and graphically described by Uawthbone, 
ThoKEAU's settlement failed in the long 
run. lie wanted to live a life absolutely 
independent of every created being ; yet 
for his house, and his boots, and a good 
part of his food, and all his books, he 
was as dependent on his neighbors as 
the veriest Philistine in New York. 
There have no doubt been instances of 
model settlements which have succeeded; 
tho Shaker community on Mount Leb- 
anon is an instance of what can be done 
in this way in the Tinted Stases ; and 
abodes of bliss, where people live on 
grapes and grain and unlimited enthu- 
siasm are to bo found scattered up and 
rlown California. It rather a new deve- 
lopment to tind the some sort of thing 
breaking out in a British colony. There 
are, however, few social experiments 
which this fearless nineteenth century is 
not destined to see inaugurated ; and the 
very latest seems to he that of a primitive 
and quite- too-good-for-thiB- wicked- world 
sort of brotherhood, which has its homo 
at Malcolm Island, near British Columbia. 
The locality in question is near Vancou- 
ver's Island, is covered with timber, and 
boasts several good harbours ; besiclos 
which it is in tho track of mail-steamers 
- its enthusiastic organiser calls it " in 
the King's Highway"— its dimensions are 
twelve miles long by two miles wide. 
This is just tho sort of sizo for an experi- 
ment in a Milennial colony. The set- 
tlers will never become so numerous as to 
be able to withdraw themselves out of 
sight of the presiding spirits ; while the 
fact that the island, like moBt islands, is 
surrounded with water will prevent much 
contamination of the innocent inhabitants 
by the outside world. We have spoken 
of presiding spirits, but, as a inattor of 
fact, no spirits of any kind will he allowed 
on this island. When fully colonised, 
Malcolm Island will contain twelve miles 
length of teetotallers. In order to em- 
phasise this feature in tho scheme, the 
settlement is to dubbed "Temperance 
Colony," and woe to the dissolute indivi- 
dual who first attempts to introduce a 
grog-shop in the district ! However, tho 
emigrant — letus say a Caledonian farmer 
— who likes a drop of whiskey now and 
again, will find considerable facility for 
setting up illict and secret stills, inas- 
much as the island is heavily timbered. 
It must not be imagined that tho pro- 
hibition of alcohol is the solo distinguish- 
ing featuro about this startling novelty in 
colonial ventures. There are a number 
of rules to which tho intending emigrant 
must signify his or her adhesion before 
being allowed to sot foot on this Island of 
the Blest. " Esoh applicant for member- 
ship will be roil uired to furnish references 
and sign a declaration that he will con- 
form to the rules of the commonwealth." 
One of the regulations is that all land, 
goods, and produce shall be held in com- 
mon for the benefit of all ; nobody shall 
work more than eight hours a day, or 
four hours on Saturdays ; tho " Com- 
mittee "— consisting of a council of 
"Seven Wiso Men "—will take upon 
themselves tho responsibility of providing 
work, medical attendance, food, and 
clothing, for each member and his family, 
as well as education for tho children, and 
sick, pay and pensions to widows. Truly 
a delightful prospect! Like a prudent 
man, the Governor of British Columbia 
knows that such schemes have a tendency 
to go out like a candle, and, consequently, 
has made it a condition of settlement t hat 
each head of a family should have erected 
for him a house of tho value of one hun- 
dred pounds. On this understands he 
will be givon eighty acres of land free, 
and ho spared from paying taxes for one 
year. 

There never was a place of this kind 
started without an announcement heing 
made at the outset that " climate is far 
superior to that of England." In huiii- 
mor it would certainly seem to be a good 
deal hotter, because the organisers talk 
hopefully of "planting vines and eating 
tho fruit thereof" ; but this may be a 
merely allegorical expression. The solid- 
est fact about tho colony is its teetotalism, 
its government by Seven Wise Men, its 
incipient Socialism, and the rules it, 
makes for the t heological tolerance. Thus 
we rind that everybody in this happy 
oonnnunity is free to hold any religious 
creed he likes. In llio same spirit all lit- 
erature of a non-demoralising kind will 
be freely admit ted. A really sensible fea- 
ture of tho plan is to be found in the re-

It it not written 
"as soon as the children of tho members 
are old enough to perform the sacred du- 
ties of marriage, they will first givo to tho 
municipal board three months' notice, in 
order to givo tho board time to orect and 
furnish their residences "- and then then 
tho nuptial ceremony can bo performed ! 
Of course no wedding presents will be al- 
lowod, because is not everybody's pro- 
perty everybody else's/ If you gives 
silver teapot to a bride in Malcolm Island, 
it goes to tho Seven Wiso Men, and 
through thorn, probably, to the melting 
pot. This, however, is a more detail, 
it will be of some intesest to "Grand 
Old Men " all over the world to hear that 
nobody in Malcolm Island will bo expect- 
ed to work aftor tho ago of fifty-five ; but 
it is kindly added, " ho may do it volun- 
tarily." As to enemies, the community 
will have none. They will go m for 
strictly pence principles, recognising the 
universal brotherhood of man, and, as 
they themselves quaintly put it, they 
will " know no foreigner but his Satanic 
Majesty." We trust that t he Malcolm 
Island Foreign Office will be able to keep 
hhii out. 

Does any intending British emigrant 
take kindly to the idoa of becoming a 
settlor on Malcolm Island '. If so, he 
should listen to a few heart-rending and 
disillusioning particulars as to the class of 
people who are wanted there. If he 
hapyons to bo churchwarden, a beadle, or 
n gamekeeper, he is decidedly not requir- 
ed ; nor will ho be accepted with trans- 
ports of joy if he should appear in tho 
shape of a clerk, business or professional 
man of any kind, mechanic, coalheavor, 
or clodhopper, Malcolm Island posses- 
ses no coal to heave, and no clods to hop 
over. Apparently tho only people who 
will be thoroughly welcome are individ- 
uals willing to conform to the rules oi the 
fraternity, and to hew wood or dig for 
minerals. As there is " no agricultural 
land," let not the deluded field-labourer 
or depressed tenant-farmer imagine that 
here is an El Dorado. Apart from the 
faddist element, all ordinary professions 
and callings are tabooed ; no doctors, no 
clergymen, 01 lawyers "need apply" ; 
and, although " wages are high," the dis- 
mal announcement is made that " there 
is no demand for labour excepting for 
female servants." Vet did we not under- 
stand that the young women were never 
to bo called servants in this earthly Para- 
dise, where none is greater or lees than 
another— save always tho Seven Elders 
and Wisers ! Perhaps when tho female 
domestic, as we know her in Europe, goes 
out to Malcolm Island, some ceremony is 
gone through which at once emancipates 
her from the name of servant. Tho 
duties sho has to perform will be the 
same, only the pill will be gilded by some 
such title as that of " learner." It would, 
no doubt, be a change for the hard-work- 
ed female servant of a London lodging- 
house, for instance, or a home where "no 
washing is put out " and thero are 
" twelve in family," to lind herself in a 
place where eight hours of toil were con- 
sidered sufficient on an ordinary day and 
four hours on Saturday. What, we may 
ask, would the female domestic, newly 
emigranted from Europe, and not dower- 
ed with many intellectual resources, do 
with all her spare time ? Would it be 
allowable to go over to the mainland and 
have a " spree " ? Or are such vanities 
forbidden by the charter of tho commun- 
ity ? It is certainly not altogether fair to 
overcowded Europe, thirsting for tho 
delights of Malcolm Island, to say coldly 
that female servants are tho only persons 
required there. The Australian colonists 
have been more generous, and have gen- 
erally made an exception in favour of 
agricultural labourers ; but not ho the 
Local Council or Committee nf the Col- 
umbian island. The world will wait with 
"anxious expectancy" to see what conies 
of the proposed scheme, which, like 
other schemes, is not in a position to de- 
cline a subscription from sympathisers.

THE SENSES OF ANIMM-I. 

Blr John I.ubluirVs lllnok Prnidlc "" 
llccs 1 Kcimllnlisv In Kmiml. 

Sir John Lubbock recently deliven •! i 
lecture to the members nt the Edinl i i 
Philosophical institute on "TbePonse; 
Senses of Animals," in the coursi f 
which ho said that there bad been ■'! 
many important recent works published 
relating to his subject that he thought it 
would be more interesting were he to 
deal, for the most part, with his own 
observations. Different ideas prevailed 
regarding I he question of the intelligence 
of animals. Some people regarded a dog 
as an animal almost as wise and clover as 
themselves; but, on asking them if tiny 
thought a dog could realize that two and 
t wo made four, he generally found a good 
deal of doubt on that point. 

Sir John Lubbock then described the 
system which he bail adopted in the 
training of his own black poodle dog. | 
"Van." He had placed (two pieces of j 
cardboard, on ono of which was printed 
in largo letters the word "food," the 
other being blank, on two saucers. In 
one of the saucers was food, and the card 
with the word upon it. In the other, 
the blank card and no food. In about 
ten days the dog began to distinguish the j 
card witli the lot tors from the plain card, ( 
and would go at once to the printed one. | 
The lecturer then related in some detail [ 
his successful efforts in inducing tho dog i 
to bring him the proper card when ho 
wanted food, in teaching him to know 
other cards containing tho words "out," j 
"tea," "hone," "water." On bringing j 
tho card marked "out" he would rush 
to the door. Tho cards were not put in I 
tho same places, lint in different posi- 
tions; and in older that (he dog might, 
not lio guided by scent, other cards with 
tho bame markings were. used. 
No one who eaw him look down tho 



low of cards, and pick out the one 
wanted, could doubt that ho sought n 
particular card for a particular object. 
Ho had found, at the end of three 
months' experiments, that ho could not 
got tho dog to realize tho difference of 
colors, and it was just possible that the 
dog might bo color blind. Ho had also 
failed to get the dog to distinguish 
among one, two, three, or four broad 
hands upon tho cards. In order to 
ascertain if bees were sensiblo to sounds, 
he had placed some honey on a musical 
box on his lawn. Tho box played for 
ten days without stopping, and then ho 
removed it to a window sill on the first 
floor of his house. Not a fcqg- -jame to it. 
H« again placed it on tho lawn, and they 
again returned to tho ho!»jBjr, Ho next 
bronght it into tho drawing room on tho 
ground floor, about ten yards from its 
former position, but. they did not follow; 
but uti his bringing two or three becH 
into tho house and putting them on the 
honey, they began to feed, and, flying 
off, returned with their companions. It 
seemed ns if they did not hear tho tune. 

Regarding the old idea Hint bees would 
not swarm unless they were "tanged 1 ' 
by tho creation of sounds, ho was unde» 
the impression that it was tha "over 
tones" which the insects heard, and 
which were inaudible to our ears. Tho 
sounds were so low as to bo beyond our 
range of hearing. Man, lie said, had 
five senses, and fancied that no others 
were possible; but it was obvious tha^ 
wo could not measure the infinite by OUK 
own narrow limitations. Even within 
the penetration of our own senses there 
might be endless sounds which we could 
not hear, and colors of which we have 
no conception. There vras also the other 
question still remaining for solution, that 
the familiar world which surrounded us 
might be a different place altogether for 
other animals, in which there was music 
we could not bear, colors we could not 
see, and sensations which wo could not 
conceive. The pursuit of such studies 
gave a clew- to senses and perceptions of 
which we had no conception. — Mechan- 
ical World.

An Insidious Disease Whlch^ De- 
stroys Many Brain- Workers. '

Paresis Is (.disease of comparatively mod- 
ern growth. Americana are it» vlotlms 
moro than any other people on earth. It 
loves a brilliant mark, and the bast and 
brainiest of our land become it* pray. It la 
incurable. When once within it* dutches 
the subject undergoes a living death; a 
slow, tortuou*, deceptive one, but atlll the 
dark river is inevitably reached. 

Thero are many cause* which Induce 
paresis— overwork, overindulgence In alco- 
holic boreraires, tobacco or narcotic* or 
other excesses. 

People of Bmall mental caliber need not 
fear pare»i», provided thoy do not cripple 
their brains by overindulgence in liquor. 

Statistics snow that but one per oer.t of 
the cases reported are women. 

From the time, when the first trace* of 
tho disea»e are apparent but three years are 
required to consign the patient to the grave. 
There are cases where the vlotim linger* on 
for twelve or fourteen year*. This only oo- 
curs whore the subject is given to alcoholic 
and narcotic excesses and possesses in ad- 
dition great physical powor*. For thrae- 
quarters of that period ho is a pitiable sight. 
His frame is without the slightest spark of 
life, his eyes are lustorless, his muscle* 
dabby and flesh lira that of a corpse. In a 
word, ho Is a helploss idiot, torturod by 
dark hallucinations, tormented by physical 
fenrs, and death finally comes as a glad re- 
lease. 

Brilliant men are tho first to fall beneath 
Its insidious advances. Hankers, lawyers, 
editors, actors, playwrights and even doc- 
tors compose the greater part of tho roll of 
its victims. In the very fact that its prog- 
ress is insidious tho danger lies. When 
the symptoms are discovered tho patient 
has gono beyond hope of recover} - . Once 
tho ivork of mental disintoragtion bogun, 
the only end is the grave. 

Tho striking peculiarity of paresis, para- 
doxical as the statement may seem, is its 
apparent suddenness. A strong, vigorous 
man, in the prime of life— tho president of 
a railroad, if you please— a man endowed 
With physical and mental attributes to an 
extraordinary degree, is suddenly stricken 
down and compelled to tnko a long rest. Ho 
goes to Europe, visits tho land ot theC'id, 
wanders about tho catacombs nnd inhales 
the breezes of the Mediterranean at Monte 
Carlo. He finally returns to work, but is 
incapable of effort. He loaves his desk. 
Tho process of mental disintoragtion goes 
on nnd the inevitable end is calmly waited. 

This caso is like thousands of" others. 
When the victim shows tho first symptom! 
his "breaking down" is thought to be duo tr 
overwork. Friends urge that n brief re-*l 
will restore him to his usual condition. It 
does not. Tho mind grow* weaker. The 
body, strange to say, seems to develop. 
Finally tho mind becomes warped, dark 
pictures come before it, and tho body fr.ils. 
The patient can not sleep, has excruciating 
pains in the head, eats abnormally, but 
without preserving the physical powers, and 
finally the body, like tho mind, wastes away 
to a mere skeleton. Then comes death. 

Sometimes the victim rallies a bit. He 
seems to regain in a measure his mental 
control, a^d is permitted to test his strength 
of intellect again in business orprofcssional 
pursuits. Then tho reaction comes quick 
and sudden. The mind resumes its defect- 
ive condition; the *ame phantnsmag 
afflict It; tho same painiui hallucinations 
terrify it. Then comes the end. 

Dr. Allan McLano Hamilton, the famous 
specialist and a recognized authority upon 
mental diseases, gave a New York Star re- 
porter a few facts about the remarkable 
tliseaso: 

"Paresis," said Dr. Hamilton, "is fie 
quently misunderstood by many people. It 
is generally supposed to be insanity— pure 
and simple— with a new name. It is the 
fashion nowadays to call all forms of men- 
tal disturbance paresis. It is a paralyzing 
of tho nerve fibers. The disease has in- 
creased alarmingly in this country within 
tho last eight or ten years, and from what 
I can learn is dependent directly upon vice 
and not upon the overworking of the brain. 
Alcoholism frequently induces it. 

" I havoseen innumerable cases of paresis 
ia tho asylums, and many in my private 
practice, and find, a* a rule, that thedisease 
attacks persons who are primarily dissipat- 
ed and who are addicted to a great or irreg- 
ular amount of mental work. Generally the 
first symptom* begin with feelings of de- 
spondency or depression, which is followed 
after a time by wonderfully extravagant 
ideas. Soma aubjects believe that thoy can 
make enormous wealth by carrying out a 
scheme or idea they cherish. Others be- 
lieve they havo a heaven born mission to dn 
something good and great for their fellow- 
mun, such as the establishment of new 
faiths or doctrines. Tho schemes are nl 
ways colossal. The victim of paresis never 
entertains any thing small. When under 
tho domination of theso delusions the sub- 
ject is likely to treat with violeiico any one 
who questions his powers or belief. 

"After this period has passed away, 
there may bo a cessation of tho symptoms 
of paresis, nnd his friends begin to hope 
that tho patient may recover. This period 
may last five or six months, but with the 
certainty of fate tho apparent soundness of 
mind vanishes, and tho wild mental pict- 
ures return with greater force than before. 
The disease then makes its way, with prob- 
ably recurring periods of sanity, but they 
are always shorter, and the inevitable end 
comes. .. 

"With tho progress of the disease the 
frame wastes away, the strength leaves 
t ho patient, the muscles become flabby nnd 
general paralysis sets In. At the last stage 
of his illness tho patient becomes devoid of 
consciousness, incapable of motion, his eyes 
aro lustorless, saliva oo7es from his mouth 
and lie fades away from earth. 

"Men aro almost always the victims of 
paresis, nnd they generally vary in age 
from forty to forty-five years. Only one 
per cent , or thereabout of known cases of 
paresis are women. Alcohol and overwork 
in an irregular way and in irregular hours 
are tho causes of paresis. 

"Excessive montal work, with recourse 
to narcotics, alcohol or other stimulants, 
frequently causes paresis, This is fre- 
quently exemplified in tho case of bankers, 
lawyers, journalists and others who insist 
on working faixteen hours a day, and who 
employ stimulants to keep Up their strength 
instead of getting natural re«t." 

Among tho distinguished people of this 
great ami busy land who havo died from 
paresis caused by intoxicating their mental 
strength are Wilber V. Htorey, proprietor 
of tho Chicago Times, John McCullough and 
Hartley Ca mpbell. 

Simpln Diphtheria Cure. 

A correspondent recommends tar smoke 
for n diphtheria cure. His treatment is to 
put a few drops of tar, like that used in 
ship yards, on a warm stove-lid, and to re 
quire the patient to inhale and swallow the 
smoke ten times a day for flvo minutes 
each time. He has been Invariably suo-

York Star roporter, "something that will 
be worth S'-iS to you boforo you die, and 
which would bo worth tho snmo amount to 
every other man in New York City who em- 
ploys a dentist, if ho know it." 

Tho manipulator of tho forceps and mal- 
let was talking to a newspaperman who had 
been plying Ills trade of interlocutor while 
reclining in tho dentist's chair. 

"You asked me, just now, when I was 
cleaning your teeth, boforo filling thorn, if 
I did npb U80 dental silk iloss-or, as we 
dentists call It, 'tape'— to cleanse tho in 
terstices between your teeth. I havo no 
doubt but that you will say that all the 
other dentists you havo resorted to used it. 
and I hnvo no doubt that tlioy recommended 
you to buy a skein of tho Infamous stuff and 
use it, every day. 

"Now, to tell you tho truth, I would rather 
seen friend of. mine not clean his teeth id 
all than see him employ tho tape. When 
your dentist recommends you to use it he 
explains, I suppose, to you that its action 
prevents the accumulation of tartar bo- 
tween the teeth. Undoubtedly it doos. 

"But, in the first plneo, tho deposit of 
tartar upon tho surface of tho tooth is not 
nearly ns great an evil as many dentists try 
to make their patients believe It to bo. 
Now, the reason wo tell a pntiont not to let 
the teeth Income covered with tartar is not 
because it produces cartes, but because it 
tends to loosen the tooth. 

'•The tartar growsdown toward the gums, 
and if it, is neglected will in time cover 
them, pushing away tho gums from the 
teeth, nnd in that way, you see, it makes 
them loose. So, after all, tho tartar is only 
so far hurtful us it tends to make tho teoth 
insecure. 

"Now, curiously enough, tho silk floss 
which you have been recommended to use 
has, in nine cases out of ten, exactly the 
same effect -it, loosens tho teeth. Indeed, 
it, is so dangerous that, although it is more 
convenient to use it than to employ a very 
thin instrument to remove tho tartar from 
between tho teeth, yot I only uso the floss 
when tho patient's teeth aro unusually far 
apart. 

"Our trade, like other trades, is fuller 
tricks, and when your dentist advises you 
to use a tape between your teeth ho is 
either making you tho victim of ono of the 
tricks of tho trade, or elso ho is an ignorant 
ass." 

At this stage of the conversation tho den 
list said, "Five dollars, please," and tho in 
torview ended.

A Reminiscence of James Wliltcomb 
Klley's Slgn-I'nlutlng Dhj-h. 

1 have wondered a good many times, writes 
S. B. McMnnus in tho Warsaw (Ind.) Times 
how many people in Warsaw remember 
when ,1 nines Whitconib Riley was a resident . 
for a time, of that place) 1 have forgotten 
how long he was there, and it is moro than 
probable in writing this I am, figuratively, 
"carrying coals to Newcastle," repeating 
something better known to others than my- 
self. But there is one little incident of his so- 
journ there that I like to think of. It is this ; 
It was in the spring of 1S73— when I was 
reading medicine thero nnd Riley was in 
town flllhigan engagement or engagements, 
painting wjndow-signs. Ho was handy at 
t his sort, of thing, nnd did some nice jobs. 
Later with a very deft, and cunning band, 
ho made drawings for his poems, which 
were as fjll of artistic strength nnd quaint- 
I tiess as his "Old Bwimmin' Hole" is full of 
! poetry. About this time tho Indianiaii 
| printed some little things of mine— pict- 
uresquely little, some of them, from a lit- 
erary stand point. But out of charity, or In 
encourage mo, or to get rid or me. the 
rhymes were printed, and ono day Riley 
and 1 were talking about them while ho 
whs painting a sign of tho Boss jewelry 
store, near Mr. Wynant's drug store. In li 
mild, friondlyway, ho was n trifle envious 
of my success iu getting into print, and I 
posed beside him while ho painted the "RY" 
in jewelry, OS a person whoso literary 
standing was assured. When ho had made 
a marine blue period, ho took off bis apron, 
and we went over to the Wright House to- 
gether to see a little bit of rhyme which he 
said ho had there. Ho wanteil my opinion 
and criticism on it, and as I had moro opin 
ion nnd criticism to givo than any thine 
else, I was willing to bestow it eveu on n 
sign painter. Riley read the poem. It was 
called "Tho Argonaut," nnd, inexperienced 
as I was, I knew that only a poet and a 
genius coula have written it. I was un- 
stinted in my praise, nnd I knew tho Hoosier 
poet was born— very much born, and was 
only waiting tho recognition of the publii, 
which in a few years it so magnificently 
and munificently gavo. After this epi 
sodo we became warm friends, and 
an abiding and deep-rooted friendship 
was t Lo result. I havo met him 
since then, and havo read about nil he has 
ever written, but nothing ever pleased me 
as much- no "reading" I have ever heard 
of his— pleased mo as well as that little 
poem, "Tho Argonaut," read one raw 
spring day, up in acold room, by a curtain 
less window, in tho Wright House block. 



LUMINOUS INSECTS. 

How They Are Robbed of Tlielr Kadlniirc 
and Utilised by lllrd*. 

Essential to man ns a cosmopolite, his 
earthly pre-eminence rests on the exclusive 
use of fire, says tho New York Ledger.

Tftero nro somo that surpass pi 
numbers tho human species, of which every 
individual carries a torch that rivals n 
brillianco tho best of our candles, the inn 
terlals for which they hnvo tho powor to 
secrete. Glow-worms and lire flies are fn 
miliar examples. In tropical chmus various 
luminous insects are attached to female 
head-dresses. They are used nlso as lamps. 
We havo read line print in a dark room by 
the light of two Long Island fire-llios in n 
tumbler. Hut man was not the lirst to rob 
theso living gems of their liberty and rndi 
ancc. Thero are birds that seize and sits 
pend them as chandeliers for their dwell 
ings. Tho bottle-nested sparrow, or baya, 
is one of tho kidnapers. Its nest is olosoL 
woven liko cloth in tho form of an inverted 
bottle, with tho entranco at tho orifice of 
tho neck. It fa divided inside into cham- 
bers, profoundly dark till lit up by fire-fltes 
caught alivo, and mercilessly fixed to the 
walls or ceiling with pieces of wet clay for 
sconces

REMARKABLE BRAVERY. 



Bold Encounter Between an In- 
dian and a Jaguar. 

To a gentleman who spent some of the 
beBt years of his life in Brazil, wo nro in- 
debted for the following account of an ad- 
venture with a jaguar in ono of the dark 
and vast forests of that country : 

Jaguars aro generally about the sizo of n 
largo wolf, of a brownish yellow, with 
black circles and spots nlong the upper 
parts, the. skin gradully softening down to 
,i pale yellow, and approaching to white 
about the belly, legs and feot. They steal 
upon their prey like the tiger, which, in 
Bcreenesa and strength, they much re- 
setnblo. They are powerful enough to kill 
i liorso, an ox, or a mule, and curry off or 
drag away tho dead body afterward. 

"One night," says our informant, "as I 
lay encamped In a dense forest, on the 
bank of onoof the tributaries of the Ama- 
zon, with my guide and four negro servants 
around me, I was startled from my slum- 
bers by such a screeching and yelling an 1 
pray Heaven I may never hear ngam I I 
jumped up. with my idens all bewildered 
and confused.

" As soon as I could shake my senses to- 
gether a little, I let out my voice to its very 
highest pitch, and, in stentorian tones, de- 
manded the cause of this nocturnal 
tumult. 

'"A jaguar, master I n jaguar among! lie 
mules!' yelled every voice in reply. 

'•'Well, if there were forty jaguars, in 
stend of one, they might have been scared 
into fits by this time!' returned [; 'and so 
eeaso your infernal yellings, and like rea 
soning human beings, toll me all you know 
about it I" 

"My cool and apparently unoxcited man 
tier soon had the effect of calming down the 
frightened wretches to a common-sense de- 
gree; and then 1 learned there had been a 
great commotion among tho mules -which 
were tied bo as to feed without escaping, 
within a short distance of the fire— and tins 
disturbance was supposed to proceed from 
Ihe presence of the dreaded jaguar in their 
midst — though no ono had seen him, and 
none had possessed tho courage to venture 
thither and ascertain.

"On reaching "io frightened animals I 
was any thing but pleased to find that the 
suspicions of my servants wcro correct, nml 
that a valuable pack-mule was among the 
missing. There were brond traces of blood, 
andawido trail into some bushes, showing 
where he had been dragged away by his 
fierce and powerful assailant. I was so 
angry at the daring of the beast and my 
loss, 'that I should have followed on, per- 
haps to my own destruction, had not the In- 
dian guide taken hold of me, and emphatic- 
ally declared I was mad to think of such a 
tiling. 

" -Don't you hear the beast growling over 
t ho carcass, master!' he said; 'nnd do you 
.think that now, when he can see so much' 
better than you, that he will let you ap- 
proach him nnd return alive?' 

" 'And am I to let the audacious scoundrel 
escape, and he within reach of as good a 
rifle ball as ever let out the heart's blood of 
his race!' was my angry reply, as 1 halted 
nnd listened to his ravenous snarls and 
growls. 

" 'Let us hunt him to-morrow, master, 
when wo can do it with so much loss risk,' 
returned tho Indian.

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SNAILS AS FOOD. 

Where the landmen Are Considered a 

Dolioloua Artlolle <»f I)i«t. 

A Wiltshire correspondent writos us in 
(.'inic uinazomont, says the Loiulon Btand- 
lii'd, Unit only last wcclc lie found 11 man 

iarohing for Himila, uot as zoological speci- 
mens, but as articles of food. Still more 
extraordinary, lio actually praised them. 
Simply roasted on the bars of tho grato and 
eaten with pepper and vinegar they are de- 
clared to bo toothsome. Soaked in suit and 
water and then cooked and served after tho 
fashion of whelks and poriwlnkles they are 
still better, in winter tho hind sholls, liko 
Hindis, aro hibernating in holes, Under 
leaves, and in the hollows of trees. As all 
the species In a torpid state lay on a load of 
Int beforo retiring for tho winter, tho snail 
ttcckor, though poBsibly ho did not quite 
understand tho reason why, was of the 
opinion that it was only at this period of the 
year that tho molluscs aro lit for human 
consumption. Hero, most likely, ho was 
wrong. But at ail ovonts, in supping freely 
on such dainty bits, tho Wiltshire gourmet 
has proved himself a great deal more sensi- 
ble than many people who may bo inclined 
to call him hard namos, and then proceed to 
swallow n dozen raw oysters and a piece Of 
ohooso so swarming with parasites that if 
the latter were unanimous it would walk oil 
the table. 

Wiltshire is, however, not singular in 
possessing a man abovo tho prejudices of 
his noigbbnrs. In several parts of England 
snails are regularly eaten— not, it is true, 
as an ordinary article or diet, but at stated 
feasts. For instance, tho Newcastle glass 
men wero famous for their taste in that di- 
rection. Every year they held a sort of 
gastronomic festival, at which snails Hg- 
ured as tho principal dish. Whether tho 
custom has sineo fallen into decay is a ques- 
tion on which, no doubt, local information is 
to be had. 

But we believe that tho Iron-puddlbrs in 
some parts of the Black country are wise 
enough to still indulge in the same dainty, 
and it is by no means uncommon to hear of 
snails boiled in milk being prescribed, like 
the viper broth of Carollnean times, for pa- 
tients far gone in consumption. It is less 
agreeable to know that at one time thoy 
were employed in tho manufacture of imi- 
tation cream and that in spito of analysts 
and acts of Parliament they aro oven yet 
bruised and stewed in milk to form ono ol 
tho tolerably palatable articles which pass 
under that name. 

In the neighborhood of Dixon a small 
farmer has been known to clear 91,500 per 
annum from snails, the vine-growers keep- 
ing them in dry cellars or in trenches under 
coverings of leaves and earth, ami from 
certain "escargotiores" near Ulm, in Wttr- 
temberg, no fewer than 10,000 000 
of tho vineyard snails aro sent every 
year to other gardens to \o fat- 
tened before they are dispatched for 
tho use of tho Austrian converts during 
lout. FromTroyes it has been calculated 
that snails to tho value of $100,000— the 
Wholesale price being 4s per 100— are for- 
warded to the Paris markets. Backed in 
casks they are also exported in a small way 
to the United States.
